OUR Author propofes in this Work jro give the 
Figures of the Birds, Beafts, Fifties, Serpents, 
Infeds and Plants, thegreateft Part whereof have ne- 
ver been defcribed by any Author, or no good Fi- 
gures given of them. He gives the Defcription of 
them in Englijh and French, with Obferyations of the 
Air, Soil and Water j and an Account of the Agri- 
culture, Grain, Pulfe, Roots,, and- other Productions 
of the Country, with a Map of the fame. The Au- 
thor was near four Years in thefe Parts, where he de- 
figned every thing from Nature in their proper Co- 
lours : in order to make the coloured Prints almoft 
equal to his Original Paintings, he engraves and co- 
lours them with his own-Hand . In this fhort Account' 
I mall recite the Names of the feveral Animals and 
Plants, and as a Specimen of What is defcribed more at 
large juft hint fome tew of the remarkable Things 
which occur in the Defcriptkms of them.
